Examinations were announced 
today by the Civil Service Com-i 
mission for Transportation Tar- 
iff Examiner (Freight), inspector] 
of Locomotives, Inspector of] 
Safety Appliances, Inspector of 
Hours of Service and Inspector] 
of Railway Signaling and Train 
Control. All of these are with 
the Interstate Commerce Com - ' 
mission. Probational Appoint- I 
ments, leading to permanent! 
status, will be made from the 
examinations. 

The transportation Tariff Ex-| 
amincr positions, which pay $3,- 
397 a year, are located in Wash- 
ington, D. C. Applicants for this 
examination must have had at 
least 4 years of appropriate ex- 1 
perience dealing with Interstate 
Freight Rate Tariffs. 

All of the Inspector positions 
are located in cities throughout 
the country. The salary for In- j 
spector of Locomotives is $5,152 
a year; for the other Inspector 
positions $4,902 a year. Appli- 
cants for Inspector of Locomo- 
tives must have had at least 6 
or 8 years (depending on the 



kind of experience), and for the 
other Inspector positiona, at least 
8 years of appropriate experience 
with railroads operating as com- 
mon carriers. Types of qualify- 
ing experience are described in 
the examination announcements. 

Written tests will be given in 
connection with all of the exam- 
inations. The age limits for Tariff 
Examiner positions are eighteen 
to sixty-two years and for in- 
spector positions, twenty-eight to 
fifty-three years.

"ASK" 

Even in little Fidelity there 
was insincerity, though it 
queraded as education. If only 
all the people I have known had 
used their insincerity as we did, 
all would be well in the world. 
Our teachers, slavishly following 
the books, taught us to pronounce 
such words as "ask" in what 
they supposed was the true New 
England and, therefore, the fore- 
ordained and predestinated way. 
In the schoolroom, when we were 
reading or spelling, we actually 
tried to follow this impossible 
sound, succeeding fairly well, 
minute we left the school- 
i, however, we relapsed into 
natural pronunciation. That 
is why I said just a while ago 
that others could have profited 
by the same insincerity. 

Scholars all over America and 
the English-speaking world have 
never been bold enough in de- 
claring to the partially educated 
and the uneducated that in 
speech, there is no hard-and- 
fast pronunciation that must be 
followed at least for many sounds. 
Many well-educated, though nar- 
rowly educated, people like to 
believe still that there is one and 
only one way to pronounce — 
their way. Hence we have had 
the monstrosity of teaching pro- 
nunciations as if they were the 
Law and the Prophets and then 
rondering why our efforts seem 
i be so fruitless. The Webster 
ictionaries, by far the most used 
of their kind, still carry the pro- 
a that our teachers 
tried so hard to beat into us; 
then a small figure refers you 
o a part of the dictionary where , 
arying pronunciations are dis- 
ussed at length. I wonder just j 
how many people ever turn back i 
to that discussion. If they do, 1 
they will find that this same dic- 
tionary says that the pronuncia- 
tion recorded as if it were the 
Law and Gospel is used by only

Exlension Report 

Stresses Hay. Pasture 

Stressing the need of hay and 
pasture, the annual report of the 
Director of Agricultural Exten- 
sion of the University of Ken- 
tucky says that "next to soil 
conservation and improvement 
the most important agricultural 
problem of Kentucky is to de- 
velop and maintain good pas- 
Much land in Kentucky is too 
rolling for cultivation, but by 
keeping it in good pasture i 
be made to increase farm income, 
the report adding: "Naturally, 
therefore, much effort is spent by 
the Extension Division to educate 
farmers as to the importanc 
good pastures and how to produce 

One method in increasing re- 
turns from old pastures is seed- 
ing small grains in fall or spring. 
This has been advocated by the 
Extension Service for several 
years and as a result the practice 
has greatly increased — 90,000 
acres being sown last year. 

The Extension Service has foi 
years stressed the value of alfalfa 
hay. The report says results have 
been gratifying, about 70,000 
acres being sown in one year. 

Strip sowing of grasses and le- 
gumes to demonstrate their rel- 
ative value have been made or 
about 50 farms, and similar tests 
are planned in every county. 



Although the great bulk of next 
winter's vegetables will likely be 
canned, some may be saved fresh 
in storage. Now Is the time to 
provide for that storage. 

It need not be an elaborate 
structure; in fact, materials at 
hand may be made to do nicely, 
provided certain requirements are 
met, based on the peculiarities of 
the vegetables to be stored. A3 to 
these requirements, vegetables 
fall into two classes, hot and cold. 

The hot vegetables are those 
that grow and mature in summer 
temperatures, they are sweetpo- 
tatoes and cushaws. For them, 
the storage temperature should 
fall below 50 degrees, and the 
must be dry. Some sort of 
heating arrangement must b< 
provided, and a means for chang- 
ing the air when it becomes mus- 
ty and stale. Fortunately, moist 
air rises, and so can be led away 
through vents located at the high- 
est point of the storage. In the 
floor, near the heating arrange- 
ment, should be provided a veni 
for the admittance of fresh, dry 
air from the outside. 

Cold vegetables are those thi 
do most of their growing during 
cool times, as potatoes, the 
crops and cabbage. For them, a 
temperature just above freezing i 
(40 degrees is good) is needed, 
and the air should contain a small j 
amount of moisture to keep them 
plump. As with other class vege- 
tables, however, some means j 
should be provided for changing 
the air occasionally, for these 
vegetables also breathe, causing 
musty and stale odors that may be 
absorbed to affect the flavor of 
the stored vegetables.
